All  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867,”  whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Coni])any;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  vdiat- 
ever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  wouhl  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com-

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  appli- 
cants or  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  folknvs,  viz. : — In  the  Canada 
Gazelle,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  nev'spaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notices  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a period  of  at  least  tv'o 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  betw'een  the  close 
of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts 
incorporating  railway  companies,  shall  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  tlie  Model  Bill  adopted  by  the  House, 
copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  and,  when  revised  liy  the  proper 
officer,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full,  with  the  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  proper  places  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed.

WHEREAS  a majority  in  number  and  value  of  the  owners,  as  shown  by  the  last  revised  Assessment 
Roll,  of  the  property  hereinafter  set  forth  to  be  benefited  by  drainage  and  dyking,  have  petitioned
